U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz goes to Amman 
today in the hope of gaining 
qualified public support for his 
peace plan. 

A statement of support by 
Hussein is the only way to break 
the deadlock in the Israeli cabi- 
net, a senior defence official told 
American reporters following 
yesterday's meeting between 
Shultz and Defence Minister 
Rabin. 


Shultz shifted gears in his negoti- 
ating strategy yesterday, concentrat- 
ing on the substance of the interim 
settlement rather than on procedur- 
al issues in his talks in Jerusalem 
with Prime Minister Shamir and 
Foreign Minister Peres. 

“We do have a sense of move- 
ment,” a senior U.S. official said 
after Shultz’s talks yesterday. He 
added: “It is not a black and white 
contrast between the prime minis- 
ter's and the foreign minister's 
views.” 

Peres, after meeting with Shultz, 
last night told reporters in Haifa that 
“we are within an arrow’s flight of a 
chance for peace.” 

“Ive never felt so near to a 
chance for negotiations, although 
there are still obstacles in the way,” 
he said. He ‘welcomed Shultz’s three 
noes -- πὸ Palestinians state, no ne- 
gotiations with the PLO and no re- 
turn to the 1967 borders — and said 
he had been “deeply impressed” by 
Shultz’s concern for Israel’s 
security. 

Answering questions, Peres said 
that with the make-u of the present 
government it was ‘formally impos- 


“sible” for the government to say no 


Shultz. 

Israeli officials believe that in his 
scheduled meeting with Jordan's 
King Hussein today, Shultz will em- 
phasize that an interim settlement 
can be achieved in a relatively short 
time.

Journalist 
charges

Palestinian journalist Mohammed 
Zahaike has fied a complaint with 


"1 the Jerusalem police, charging that 


he was harassed, beaten in a police 
van, and then released without be- 
ing charged. 

According to Zahaike's sworn af- 
fadavit — a copy of which was sent to 
Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev - a 
policeman stopped him while he was 
walking along al-Zahara Street in 
East Jerusalem last Thursday on his 
way to his car.

Once the policemen realized this, he 
says, they told him to get into the 
van and began beating him. 

Zahaike’s affadavit says that the 
officer in charge then took him aside 
and explained that the policemen's 
behaviour was the result of the diffi- 
cult situation they find themselves in 
these days. It would be best to reply 
more politely in the future even 
though he had committed no crime, 
the officer reportedly told Zahaike. 

Zabaike, a reporter and editor for 
the Arabic daily al-Fajr, suffered a 
fractured nose after he was briefly 
arrested by police two-and-a-half 
months ago. As a result of the most 
recent beating, he suffered a bloody 
nose. and had pains in his stomach 
and right leg. 

Jerusalem Police spokeswoman 
Nurit Bouton could oot be reached 
for comment last night.

“The exact number has not been 
decided, but it will be about one 
third of the usual number of pilgrims 
sent by Iran,” said the diplomat, 
who is usually well-informed on 
Saudi affairs.

Four American students in the 
university's one-year programme 
who were interviewed last week 

that the disturbances have 
hardly made a dent in the routines 
of campus life. 

There are 1,600 one-year students 
from abroad in Israeli universities 
this year, half of them on Mt. Sco- 
pus. University officials around the 
country have been concerned that 
the riots might deter students from 
registering for next year's one-year 


programme, 

Michele Dorph of Los Angeles, 
who attends UCLA, lived in Jerusa- 
fem for a year with her family 10 
years ago. “It always sounds a lot 
worse back home, but here it's just

day-to-day life. Now the situation 
has affected what we do in some 
ways, since we don't walk to the Old 
City Arab areas any more. 

“At first, there were loud discus- 
sions between the Jewish and the 
(Israeti] Arab students, but even this 
doesn't happen anymore.

While some of the four had no- 
ticed increased tension with Arab 
students on campus, they did not 
regard this as special cause for con- 
cer. 


Libby Adler of Rochester, New 
York, who studies at the University 
of Michigan, said: “That there has 
been no change in my daily life, but 
the situation has made a big impact 
on me in another way.

For all their heightened aware- 
ness, however, none of the four 
knew that the Arab village of 
Isawiya, which lies just east of the 
campus, bad been the scene of riots 
and unrest on several occasions. 
Michele Rosenthal of Los Ange- 
les, who studies at Reed College in 
Oregon, was troubled that the rou- 
tines of campus life had not become 
mer unsettied.

Asked if she felt that students 
planning to come next year should 
think twice about it, Rosenthal said 
emphatically, “No.”

The verdict in the Demjanjuk 
case will be aupounced in two weeks, 
on April 18, according to court 
spokesman Yossi Hassin. The court 
will sit in a regular session open to 
the public, starting at 8.30 a.m. at 
Binyenei Ha’uma. Hassin estimated 
that even the partial reading of the 
verdict, running into several hun- 
dred pages, will take up the full 
session. 

Sentence will be pronounced at 
later date. In case Gf ἃ verdict of 
guilty, an appeal is mandatory since 
the death penalty is involved. 

Tf the accused is found not guilty, 
he could in theory walk out of the 
courtroom a free man. The situation 
is complicated, however, by the fact 
that in that case the prosecution, 
too, could appeal the verdict. The 
court would then decide whether 
John Demjanjuk should be released 
or whether he should be held in 
custody pending the outcome of this 
appeal.

that have no damaging side-effects. 
This is something that has eluded 
scientists around the world for 25 


Prof. Aryeh Frimer, heading a 
team of cight researchers who are: 
master's and doctoral degree stu- 
dents, has managed to produce a 


* number of synthetic steroid drugs in 
two steps and achieving a 90 per 


cent yield. This compares with 10 
steps and only a 10 per cent yield 
possible up to now. 

The use of ‘steroids to contro} 
bodily functions has revolutionized 
modern medicine, but their benefi- 
cial ies are often accompa- 
nied by side effects. Steroids include 
the birth control pill, fertility drugs 
and muscle-building agents. 

Women athletes in many coun- 
tries take the muscle-building ste- 
Toid testosterone, which can cause 
sterility, facial hair, male-type bald- 
ness and a deepening of the voice. 
In most cases, these side effects are 
irreversible. Prof. Frimer told The 
Jerusalem Post that male hospital 
patients who are confined to bed for 
long periods, are given testosterone 
to prevent the degeneration of mus- 
cles. But in women, this steroid can 
have harmful side effects. 

A former Israeli, Dr. Raphael 
Pappo, discovered during his work 
in the U.S. how to exchange the 
oxygen for carbon in steroids and 
how to produce synthetic com- 
pounds called oxasteroids which 
have no side effects, “But since this 
was time-consuming and difficult, it 
wasn't pursued,” says the 41-year- 
old Bar-Ilan chemist, who came on 
aliya from the U.S. in 1974. . 

Frimer and his colleagues devel- 
oped a method, now patented in 
Tsrae] and the U.S., to produce a 


ynthetic steroids — 


whole variety of known oxasteroids 
in two simple steps, using a variety 
of tricks, including organic solvents 
that oxygenate the chemical chains 
and replace the carbon. _ 

Since steroids are very expensive, 
the development of this more effi- 
cient technique promises great sav- 
ings to the patient as well as an 
opening to new possibilities in ste- 
roid therapy. Frimer’s research 
group is continuing to work on yet- 
untested ids that can also be 
produced synthetically by the quick 
method. 

He approached ἃ number of 
American drug firms about market- 
ing, but they responded with a “wait 


‘and see™ attitude, asking him to re- 


port back on new steroids he is syn- 
thesizing. Since it takes a decade or 
two for new drugs to pass the hur- 
dies of clinical tests and cost-benefit 
ratios, pharmaceutical companies 
are very conservative in their accep- 
tance of new ideas, says Frimer. But 
the Israeli technique has become 
widely accepted among chemists for 
use in the laboratory. 


WOMEN IN childbirth increasingly 
ask for an epidural anesthetic inject- 
ed into the spine that blocks most of 
the pain while allowing them to re- 
main alert. Some are worried that 
the drug may affect deliveries. re- 
sulting in malposition of the baby 
and forcing the obstetrician to use 
instruments.

I since 1979, were expected to 
face the backlash from the Reds* 
second defeat of the season, at For- 
est on Saturday, but surprised ev- 
eryone by taking a second minute 
Jead through England captain Bryan 
Robson. 

His goal put United in command 
and they withstood tremendous 
pressure before collapsing dramati- 
cally and conceding three goals in 
nine minutes on either side of the 
interval, 

England striker Peter Beardsley, 
recalled after being dropped at Not- 
tingham, levelled in the 37th min- 
ute, Scottish defender Gary Gilles- 
pie put Liverpool ahead three 
minutes later and Steve McMahon 
hit a third just one minute into the 
second half. 

_ When United left-back Gibson 
got marching orders, it seemed that 
Liverpool would run up a big score. 

But 10-man United stormed back. 
Robson brought them back into the 
game with a 65th minute goal and 
Gordon Strachan struck an equaliz- 
er 12 minutes from time. 

Many experts had predicted Liv- 
erpool would be celebrating their 
17th championship with Easter vic- 
tories over Forest and United, but 
instead the Merseyside team are still 
left requiring seven points to secure 
the title. 

After the game, Manchester 
United manager Alex Ferguson and 
his opposite number at Liverpool, 
Kenny Dalglish, were involved in a 
loud and bitter row. 

Ferguson complained to reporters 
about referee John Key's decision to 
send off Gibson..

Newest block in the insurance market 
Greenberg aims to make Clal’s 
‘sang of four’ a major player

Clal Israel Lid.. the country's 
largest private sector conglomerate, 
has bought four insurance compa- 
nies in an effort to become ἃ major 
factor in the insurance industry. Ye- 
didia Greenberg, a division head at 
Bank Leumi, is persuaded by Clal 
Managing Director Aharon Dovrat 
to accept the job of heading the 
emerging insurance group. __ 

Greenberg left Bank Leumi and 
arrived at Clal in mid-1987. The 
company he was hired to run as 
managing director, namely Clal In- 
surance Holdings Ltd. (CIHL), was 
not formally established until No- 
vember 12 that year. Its purpo"e was 
to put a single roof over the four 
separate companies that Clal con- 
trolled, while leaving them a large 
measure of operational autonomy. 

On December 28, Clal formally 
transferred its holdings in the com- 
panies to CIHL, while late last 
February the latter made its icitial 
public offering on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange. The shares, war- 
rants and convertible bonds sold 
through this offering netted some 
NIS 12.5 million, which CDHL used 
to build up its own working capital, 
to repay a debt it had taken from 
Clal and to boost the capital of Aru- 
Tat, one of its constituent compa- 


nies. 

Last week, CIHL issued its 1987 
“results.” These were, in fact, the 
theoretical agglomeration of Clal 
Insurance, Ararat, Aryeh and Ei- 
tan, as if they had all been owned by 
CTHL for the entire year -- which 
they had not, and as if CIHL itself 
had been operational the whole 
year, which it obviously wasn’t. 

But they served to show just how 
big the new group is that Clal creat-, 
ed. Clal’s “gang of four™ significant- 
ly improved their performance last 
year over that of 1986. Life insur- 
ance was particularly vibrant, pro- 
ducing profits of NIS 5.7m., com- 
pared with only NIS 1.7m. the 
previous year, while general, or 
“elementary” insurance, was less 
rosy, with profits dropping from 


NIS. 7m to NIS 4.7m. Investment. 


income also fell off, from NIS 6m. to 
NIS 4m. 

With the level of expenses not 
much changed, pre-tax profit rose 
10% to NIS 8.9m. However, the 
lower corporate tax rates that took 
effect last year boosted the net prof- 


it figure by a much larger margin, 
from NIS 2.6m. to NIS 4.1m. (all 
figures inflation-adjusted to Decem- 
ber 1987 values). Three of the four 
companies showed hefty jumps in 
their profits: the fourth, Ararat, 
managed only a modest one-third 
increase. 

_ The total profit of all the compa- 
nies includes the minority holdings, 
and is therefore greater than that of 
CIHL. Premium income also surged 
ahead, with 45% rises in life insur- 
ance and 29% in elementary insur- 
ance producing a 34% overall in- 
crease to NIS 445.3m. 

Here the variance between the 
different companies was small, with 
Clal Insurance, Ararat and Eitan all 
achieving 30-33% and only Aryeh 
standing out with a 41% gain. As 
against this, expenses rose by much 
smaller percentages, ranging from 
less than 4% for Aryeh to 19% for 
Clal Insurance and Eitan and 15% 
overall. 

Thus the proportion of gross pre- 
mium income swallowed by ex- 
penses — a key measure of efficiency 
in the insurance business -- feil from 
16% to less than 14% on a group 
basis. What is very noticeable in the 
breakdown of the premium figures 
is the difference in absolute size 
from com; to company. 

Eitan’s Totek of NIS 30.3m. makes 
it just over half the size of Aryeh 
(NIS 55.6m.) and less than a sixth of 
the biggest of the four, Clal Insur- 
ance (NIS 191.9m.). Viewed anoth- 
er way, Aryeh and Eitan together 
are just about balf the size of Ararat 
(NIS 167.6m. in premium income). 
Finally, the combined balance 
sheets of the four came to NIS 
619.4m., and their equity to NIS 
41.9m. In 1987 they achieved a net 
return on equity of 12.6%. 

In relative terms, these figures 
make CIHL the No. 2 group in Is- 
raeli insurance, with about 15% of 
the market. This is roughly equal to 
the Migdal Group, but far behind 
Hassneh Insurance Co., which has 
35% together with its various sub- 
sidiaries. 

‘Whereas the other groups tend to 
be closely controlled from the cen- 

tre, and comprise one main compa- 
ny with several small satellites, the 
Clal Group has been conceived as a 
federation. That is why Greenberg 
was offered, and accepted, the job 
of group supremo. In terms of insur-

CTHL is a co-ordinating body for 
its companies, which will concen- 
trate on long-term planning and on 
overseeing current operations. It 
will not, according to Greenberg, 
im its views or force unity. 

_ Rather it will operate like a board of 
directors, in a supervisory capacity, 
only. occasionally pushing rag 
initiatives, while checking ideas 
brought to it and promoting co-op- 
eration between the companies, es- 
pecially in areas where economies of 
scale may be achieved, such as com- 
puter and other back-office services 
and training. 

To emphasize that it is a self-con- 
tained entity, CDH has its own pro- 
fessional team, including an actuary 
and an economist. so as to be able to 
independently check its own or oth- 
ers’ proposals. Eventuaily, CIHL 
may move further toward rationaliz- 
ing the group by giving each compa- 
ny a specific specialization. But that 
is not a near-term aim. 

But they are all active in every 
sector, and this is not intended to 
change. The time when Greenberg 
will undoubtedly bring his own ex- 
pertise to bear will be when the in- 
surance companies become more in- 
volved in the capital market.

LONDON (Reuter) -- One reason 
for the scale of the crash of ‘87 and 
for more recent money market jit- 
ters may be the tendency of traders 
around the globe to react less to the 
actual news than to what other trad- 
ers do, some economists say. They 
cali it “the contagion theory.” 

Falls on Wall Street in the third 
week of March, for instance, pro- 
duced a reaction in stock and cur- 
rencies elsewhere.

Troops closed the Hebron area to 
the media, blocking access to re- 
porters at the Arub refugee camp. 
An IDF officer in Jerusalem said the 
closure was ordered because the 
presence of TV cameras had pro- 
voked demonstrations at Bani Naim 
and other areas. 

At the Balata refugee camp,

A petrol bomb was thrown last 
night at a bus carrying soldiers near 
Burka, on the Nablus-Jenin road. 
There were no injuries, and troops 
searched the area. In other inci- 
dents, troops fired tear-gas to dis- 
perse rock-throwing youths at Maz- 
raa Sharkiya and Dura al-Kar, north 
of Ramaflah, and Israeli vehicles 
were pelted with rocks at the De- 
haishe refugee camp near Bethie- 
bem and in El-Bireh. 

Palestinian sources reported 
clashes in several Jocations in Nab- 
lus, and said soldiers dispersed dem- 
onstrators who marched to Fai- 
sal Street downtown. They said 

troops fired tear gas and rubber bul- 
lets to to disperse protesters in Jenin 
and the town's refugee camp. 

In East Jerusalem, police arrived 
at the offices of the English-lan- 
guage al-Fajr weekly and took 
names of persons in the building. 
Police near the closed offices of the 
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Palestine Press Service frisked pas- 
sersby.(See related story, p.2) 

Security officials confirmed that 
over 700 Palestinians are in adminis- 
trative detention following the re- 
cent mass arrests in the territories. 

A resident of Khan Yunis who 
was wounded during the clashes on 
Land day, died last night of his inju- 
ties, Israel Radio reported. 

Hundreds of Palestinian prisoners 
are being held in unsanitary condi- 
tions with inadequate water at a de- 
sert prison near the Egyptian bor- 
der, the Paiestinian human rights 
group, Al Haq charged yesterday. 

The Ramallah-based legal aid 
group said two of its executive mem- 
bers visited the Kitziot prison at the 
weekend and heard reports of 
“harsh and inhuman conditions” 
from Gaza lawyer Raji Sourani. 
who is detained there. 

The IDF spokeswoman acknowl- 
edged the existence of the prison 
camp, but said she could not give 
further details. 

According to Al Hag. the prison 
was opened last month as an over- 
spi! camp to house some of the 
4,000 Palestinians arrested since the 
uprising. Al Haq said the most acute 
problem faced by the prisoners was 
the lack of water. 

“Water is available only from 
slowly dripping taps and though the 
prisoners have learned to collect the 
water as it drips, it is never sufficient 
to satisfy their thirst in the desert 
conditions, let alone to wash or per- 
form the necessary ablutions before 
prayers,” it said. 

“An open sewer runs through the 
camp. The detainees are denied any 
access to information from books or 
radios and are denied any form of 
(relaxation). The prisoners are re-

In Jerusalem fast night, two win- 
daws of ἃ bus belonging to the Bin- 
yamin regional council were 
smashed by stones thrown from the 
side of the Shuafat road near Beit 
Haaina. the Jerusalem Police 
spokesman reported.
